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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with 
patent prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, 
lack of skill in this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum 
protection for the invention disclosed.

These references should be listed instead in 
paragraph [0003] on p. 7. Currently, Applicant has no related applications pending. 

Pages 5 and 6 can be entirely deleted. 

On p. 9, the Description of Views section should be labeled as -Brief Description 
of the Several Views of the Drawings — section instead. Please see cited U.S. patents 
as examples as this section has been improperly presented. The references to page 
numbers should also be deleted. 

Each reference numeral used in the drawings must be referred to in the Detailed 
Description of the Invention section in every occurrence of the specific element 
referred to. Presently, no reference numerals (i.e., numerals 1 through 4) have been 
used in the Detailed Description of the Invention section on pages 10-11. Also in this 
section, the page numbers in parenthesis should be deleted. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

7. The drawings are objected to because they should be labeled as Figure 1 , Figure 
2, Figure 3, Figure 4, etc. instead of Figure A, Figure , Figure C, etc. Additionally, each 
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reference numeral used in the drawings must be referred to in the Detailed Description 
of the Invention section in every occurrence of the specific element referred to. Also, in 
Figures A, B and C, the list of elements with their corresponding reference numerals 
should be deleted. Please see cited U.S. patents as examples. Also, Figures B and C 
each include several different views and each of these views should be separately 
labeled as Figure 2, Figure 2A, Figure 2B, Figure 3, Figure 3A, etc. Each of the specific 
drawings must be referred to in the Brief Description of the Drawings section. 

Also, the photos should not be included as part of the drawing figures. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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8. Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims are each narrative in form and replete with indefinite and 
functional or operational language. The "claims" presented are improper in form 
and do not properly set forth the metes and bounds of patent protection desired. 
The structure (i.e., handle, head, housing, dowel, Velcro, etc.) which goes to make 
up the device must be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be 
organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative 
device. Each claim must each be in one sentence form only . 

NO NEW MATTER SHOULD BE INCLUDED. New matter is any subject matter 
not originally supported by the original disclosure (i.e., specification, claims, drawings, 
etc.). 

No art rejection(s) has been applied since the claims presented do not 
clearly define the actual components of the sweeper device. 
Note the format of the claims in the patents cited .
